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THE  SITUATION  ABOUT  SUMMER  FORAGE  CROP  SEEDS 

This  season  presents  unusual  features  relative  to  late  sowing  seeds,  respecting  both  sup¬ 
ply  and  demand.  On  the  one  side,  a  delayed  planting  season  over  a-  wide  area  coupled  with 
wheat  winter  killing  and  flood  districts  in  the  South,  will  make  necessary  the  replacement 
of  normal  planting  with  forage  crops  as  Sudan  Grass,  Millets  and  Cane.  The  short  supply  of 
Soy  Beans  on  account  of  heavy  exports  last  fall,  will  also  cause  considerable  of  this  acreage 
to  be  planted  to  forage  seeds. 

On  the  supply  side,  none  of  these  crops  are  as  abundant  as  last  season.  Values  at  country 
points  are  about  on  a  level  with  feed  grains,  the  element  of  transportation  being  a  larger 
factor  in  the  delivered  cost  than  the  price  paid  the  farmer.  This  makes  buying  difficult,  ex¬ 
cept  at  advancing  prices.  Then,  too,  the  fact  that  this  country  is  now  off  the  gold  standard, 
which  lowers  the  value  of  our  dollar,  is  causing  rapid  advances  in  all  commodities. 

With  these  conditions  facing  us  we  strongly  suggest  early  anticipation  of  your  needs,  be¬ 
fore  these  conditions  become  more  reflected  in  the  market  situation,  with  likely  exhaustion 
of  good  planting  stock.
